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le In October and November 1950, it was learned that the VP guard battalion 

in ferlin was reduced in size and reorganized into a so-called VP Rereite 
schaft Kormando Berlin of 300 police, consisting of two companies of four 
platoons each, The unit, which was directly subordinate to the safety police 
Gepartment of “he Uerlin city police headquarters, was fully motorized and 
cormanded by VP Oberrat Buschberg, (fnu). Its PK officer was VP Rat Bock, 
(fnu), who was taken over from the VP guard battalion. Trucks and motor- 
cycles of the new unit were parked in the motor pool on Kupfergraben. The 
unit's headquarters wag located at 1 Geschwister~Scholl-Strasse. 


2. A Soecalled VP wachkommando (cuard unit) Karlshorst was activated from young 
police from the individual police precincts in Berlin at the beginning of 
December 1950. The unit was stationed at 3 .aldow Allee, Karlshorst, and 
took over patrol and guard duty in the restricted area in Karlshorst from 
Seviet Army pers sonnel. It was commanded by VP Rat Piotrowski, (fmu), Its 
PK officer was VP Koumissar Noffke, (fnu). 


3. During the first half of January 1951, the so-called YP-Rereitschaften Kommande 
Berlin was broucht up to a total strencth of about 190 police by adding a 
third and a fourth comany. 


. In mid-Jamary it was learned that the so-called VP Kommando Vereitschaft 
Berlin, which had been activated from the former VP guard battalion Berlin, 
would allezedly receive acditional personnel. ‘The unit's headquarters and 
one Sonderkommanio, totalin; about 140 police, were stationed in the Kast~ 
Berlin city police headquarters, while its 1st through 4th Co were located 
in Berlin-Joachinsthal and its 5th and 6th Co in the “.endenschloss (castle), 
Berlin. Officers at the unit's headquarters were Vi Rat Busehbverg, (fnu), 
commending officer; VP Kommandeur Bock, (fnu), PK officer; VP Kommandeur 
Padelt, (fnu), in charge of correspondence and records; and V’ Oberra‘, 
Alexander, (fnu), whose functions were unknown. Like the former VP guard 
battalion, the so-called VP Kommando Bereitschaft furnished guard personnel 
for sovernnental buildings, apartments of ministers and political functionaries, 
anc the residente of Soviet Ambassador Pushin. 
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
